Already we.hear uf preparation", for shirt- 
ing for the mines. Sumo expect to start 
within n fortnight— by the first of February- 
others the first of March— and slid others in 
April and May Quite an exodus may be 
looked lor in March, if tho weather should 
remain mild, and tho spring appear favorable 
to mining operations. They will form the 
main advance guard of this year's emigra- 
tion to Cariboo. They will doubtless suc- 
ceed in their enterprises. Their claims either 
open cr partially open will ermblo them to 
get early at work- But Uw Pieat feat ,s llmt 
they may be followed by hundreds or thous- 
ands too quickly. Consequently our object 
at present is to warn intending miners from 
going up to Cariboo too early in the season. 
The experience of last year-thc eaily ex- 
odus to and from tho mines-thc backward- 
ness of tho season-lhe want of provisions- 
thc impossibility of prospecting the country 
till the snows disappeared ; and the sill) 
greater impossibility of gelling enough pro- 
Visions with money on hand, and ihe uttei 
impossibility of doing so wilhout money- 
taught the country— intending miners in par 
ticular— a lesson that it ought not to lorgei 
very soon. Hundreds returned from the 
mines simply because they went too. early. 
They could neither prospect, mine, nor live, 
ns they had neither money, climate, provis- 
ions, nor experience in their favor. AVe fear 
that some such disaster may occur this year. 
Hence wo would give a timely warning. 
Those who have claims open, provisions 
stored, or friends who will aid or employ them, 
will go, and go early, to the mines. Nothing 
will stop them. The great dangei, howevei. 
is that those who have neither, will sturt be 
fore Cariboo is prepared for them, or before 
they aro properly prepared for Cariboo, ll 
such should occur— if men will not he laughl 
by experience, but will pilch themselves 
hiadlong into difficulties, they will only have 
themselves lo blame for their folly and wur.i 
or rehVction. It they plunge themselves into 
distress pal. able to every one not carried 
away by an excitemeut, they will not be en- 
titled lo a higher degree of sympathy tho 
we bestow on lunatics. We repeat for the 
information of all concerned what wo pub- 
lished lust winter and spring, that no one— no 
miner— except he has been in Cariboo, had 
his claim open and provisions stored— no one 
ought to go to Cariboo before the middle ol 
June or the first of July. 

The stock of provisions in tho mines will 
barely supply those who have claims till the 
trains arrive about the middle of July. II 
none oilier but those go up before the time 
•we have recommended for startmg,provision8 
will probably ::ot exceed SO or 90 cents per 
pot-nd. But let tho mines bo crowded with 
miners — <st n genuine " rush" lake place—

way back, and all will neither promote their 
own personal interests nor the interests of 
the country at largo. The same urnount of 
eroaking, gloomy tales, " no mines", will 
be retailed by Ihe disappointed as they did last 
year ; and yet the primary cause of the 
whole would be traced lo their own indis 
cretion — to their refusal to follow the advice 
ol those who best knew the condition of the 
country. " Haste to get rich usually ends 
disastrously," and haste to get n rich claim 
in Cariboo next spring is bound to prove dis- 
astrous, it due caution be not taken as to the 
time of starling. We would impress on all 
who (have no certainly in Cariboo to delay 
their departure till summer. Tho middle ol 
June is early enough. Nothing but loss can 
follow an earlier start. Let them remain 
here or anywhere, nt work at low wages 
rather than start early and spend their little 
hoards, and be forced to heat a retreat with 
an empty stomach and blasted hopes. We 
are fully persuaded that if the main emigra- 
tion to the mines arrive lhere between June 
and the middle of July, it will arrive at a 
period in which employment may be hail, 
and paovisions be found at a living rate. 
From that period, on to the end of the min- 
ing season matters may go on prosperously 
enough ; and whether the miners obtain 
claims or merely work for others, their time 
and toil will not be wasted in vain, but be paid 
for in a snbs'ontinl manner.

William Hunt swore to huvitig just in- 
specctd the cow in Parker's livery stables. 
Had driven the cow to Albert Head in Juno 
last.but did not remember seeing any brands. 
Did not recollect whether her ears were out 
or not. Had seen the cow again in Septem- 
ber, and sho was then branded ''A, II.'' in 
two places. Did not notice any other brands; 
was only examining Iter lor her age. 

George Cook deposed to having driven t ho 
cow in question down to his farm in company 
with u man named Rosmond and Iho last 
witness in dune last, On their way they drove 
her past Parsons's house, and Mrs. Parsons 
saw her pass, She was then branded CI. W, 
very plain. One of her cars was also split. 

Elijah Simpson said he recollected Parsons 
having a black cow with white ?pots. Had 
seen the cow at Parker's stables and did not 
believe her to be the same. When he know 
Parsons' cow she bad not the ears cut. 

Geo. I). Clarke said that the cow at the 
livery stables was one that ho had sold to a I 
man named Rosmond last .June, after hav- 
ing hod her a year. Witness had bought 
her from Mr. Ross, when she was branded 
0. R. 

The case was then further remanded until j 
Tuesday morning. 

Almost a Wreck. The river steamboat 
Gov. Douglas, which has been undergoing 
repairs at Mr. Laing's ship-yard, was launched 
successfully from the ways on Saturday and 
took up her moorings immediately opposite. 
About noon yesterday, the lino which held 
her to the Otter parted, and the strong sou'- 
westerly gale blowing at the lime caused hor 
to drag "the small anchor which sho had out. 
She drifted with great speed in the direction 
of Hospital Point, but when her stern was 
within twenty yards of the rocks, her anchor 
fortunately look hold, and saved her from 
what seemed to be inevitable destruction 
Mr. Charles Moss, the pilot, happened form- 
nately to be aboard, and under his direction, 
with the assistance of a lew men from the 
shore, another anchor was got out.

Their stock i f 
I revisions was exhausted. The high prico of 
flour, &C, (amounting lo §1.25 per lb.) soon 
emptied their purses, and they had to retrace 
their s'.eps belure even an attempt was made 
lo Bod die rich deposits. Others were enabled 
to stay long enough to be on the very verge 
of success, and then had to abandon their 
claims. Tho injury inflicted upon mauy 
others by this class of rash ami self-willed 
adventurers has been nearly as great us thai 
endured by themselves. Going up in advanco 
of the pack trains, they remained just long 
enough to purchase and consume the little 
supply in tho country, and thus laid the 
foundation for tho cxntbitunt prices which 
ruled through the entire summer. The 
exodus of so many led incichauls to curtail 
their consignments, and bviico the sub- 
sequent scarcity. 

It is u iclieviug fact, hawevcr, that notwith- 
standing the disoourngomuuts of so many, a 
fair proportion of those who were able to 
remain have been eminently successful. 
Some will visit Canada again this autumn 
t'vith from two lo ten thousand dollars ob- 
tained within tho last four or live mouths. 
Others whom I know have secured valuable 
claims, and are sending for their families. 
Very many who have realise 1 but little are 
satisfied that the country is rich in resources, 
and intend to try their fortune ugaiu in the 
spring, witli improved experience. Not a 
few are taking up land, both in Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia, having seen 
the crops produced, and learned the untruth- 
fulness of the reports circulated as to the 
umuitableness of these colonies for agricul- 
tural pursuits. 

Von will rejoice above all to learn thut 
religious influence is advancing in most of 
our fields of labor.
